If we are to get the Hamfest back to what it has 
been, we have to start NOW to get things rolling, promoting it to dealers, Flea market 
dealers and hams we hope to have attending, making arrangements for food, tickets, 
Flyers, ads in magazines, etc. 


SO0000-- here's the question! Do you want a Hamfest in..88?? 
If you do, do you want it bad enough to work to help put it on??? 


The Board has unanimously decided that it will not proceed with plans for an 88 
Hamfest without commitments from the membership to work to put it on. The few who did 
the most to put on the 87 Hamfest really do not want to do it again and the board has 
enough other things to handle and don't feel they should be expected to accept this 
task too. Thus the announcement was made that if there are no volunteers to put 
together the 88 Hamfest, the board will assume that the members do not want an 88 
Hamfest and will thus scratch it from the 88 calendar of activities. 

Personally, I hope this does not happen. I believe I am right in stating that no 
one else on the board does either. I will do my part, and I am sure they will also. 
BUT we have other duties and responsibilities to the club and can not focus on the 
Hamfest as someone else could. Got any ideas??? Want to Volunteer??? We will discuss 
it again at the meeting if you want. Lets Hear From YOU! !!!

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AMATEUR RADIO CLUBS IN EVANSVILLE 
By Clifford C. McGuyer, W9CM--ex W9DGA W9FC 


TARS Pres. John Lenn, WA9IVE, has requested I provide information 
on past Amateur Radio Clubs in Evansville and the Tri-State Ama- 
teur Radio Society, Inc. My contribution will start in the very 
late 30's. 


There was a local club called the Evansville Amateur Radio Society, 
EARS, prior to my obtaining an Amateur Radio Station license. I 
know nothing about it. 


My first involvement came with the Southern Indiana Amateur Radio 
Club, SIARC, who met on Fulton Ave. at the Venitian Blind Shop of 
Ed Carpenter, W9???, starting sometime in 1939. Later on the meet- 
ings were held at the home of W9QLW, 1207 Henning Ave. and finally 
at the National Youth Administration Bldg. at 110 Wabash Ave. The 
Club call was WOPWY. "QRZ" was the monthly club bulletin and was 
put out by Editor W9OYFL with W9QLW, W9EHZ and W9DGA. QRZ high-light- 
ed a local "Know your Hams" lead article. A large portion of the 
bulletin was what individual hams were doing. From March 1941 
issue: Harold McClellan, WOWNM (W9FS) was featured. W9YFL gave SWL 
Willard Riney the Exam. W9GZB (now W9GJ) loaned his Eimac 35TH to 
WOBVS, WORZM was rebuilding his buffer stage, etc. 


A one page "Special Edition" of QRZ dated Dec. 8, 1941 was sent to 
the membership. Here it is.

A big THANKS to those Amateurs who took time to update their rec- 
ords and to our new members who joined the ranks of Amateur Radio 
Emergency Service (ARES). ARES is a voluntary organization of 
licensed radio amateurs who have registered their capabilities and 
equipment to provide emergency communications as a public service to 
the community. The purpose of ARES is to furnish communications in 
the event of a natural disaster when regular communications fail or 
are inadequate. The only requirement to become a member is that you 
hold a valid amateur radio license. You do not have to belong to a 
Club. 


As a member of ARES you nay wish to work in the field with the Red 
Cross, Nat'l WX Ser, or other organization, or from your shack, but 
remember, you are providing communications--not parking cars, load- 
ing trucks or delivering people or supplies, etc. 


A good example of ARES work happened ina small town housing many 
tourists and suburban residents. The NWS predicted 2 incnes of snow 
for a night in early April. However, before the end of the subse- 
quent blizzard, there was an accumulation of 2 feet in the area. The 
weight of the snow broke tree limbs, uprooted some trees and broke 
telephone and power lines. Because some people depended on electricity 
to pump water and run furnaces, they were helpless and could not 

leave due to impassable roads. ARES members took to the airways. 

They reported to law enforcement, highway crews, power companies, 
telephone crews and emergency personnel. They were able to give first 
hand reports of situations that were critical. They could radio to 
areas where phones were available, alert families of ill patients, 

and keep each other informed of conditions at various locations. 


Fortunately this crisis had a happy ending, many natural disasters 
do not. Tornados, earthquakes and violent storms take their Corl in 
lives and property damage. Emergency personnel depend on ARES/ 
RACES to tell it like it is from wherever you are--on the road, or 
in your shack. 


From our observations of organizations in Vanderburgn Co., we are 

very happy about plans that have been made to accommodate the sick, 
injured and homeless. The hospitals, ARC, Salvation Army, law en- 
forcement, and others are ready to meet the crisis when it occurs. 

Be assured that ARES is a part of every plan. Those that are slight- 
ly behind or need further expertise have asked for assistance in their 
planning. This help is being furnished by the EC, AEC, DEC and others. 


To test our preparedness in Amateur Radio, we conduct tests nation- 
wide on or near Oct 17. Our own test in Vanderburgh Co. is scheduled 
for Sat. morning, Oct. 17. We need to know how we as amateurs are 
doing with the Red Cross, Salvation Army, NWS, volunteer Fire Depts. 
and others. To tell just how effective we are, we will be given 
points by ARRL on the number of check-ins, media releases, NCS and 
state participation.. Let's all dust off our gear and show everyone 
how it can be done.

ARRL RECOMMENDED PRECEDENCES 


Please observe the following ARRL provisions for PRECEDENCES in connection with written 
message traffic. These provisions are designed to increase the efficiency of our service both in 
normal times and in emergency. 


Precedences 


EMERGENCY 


PRIORITY 


WELFARE 


ROUTINE 


Any message having life and death urgency to any person or group of persons, 
which is transmitted by Amateur Radio in the absence of regular commercial 
facilities. This includes official messages of welfare agencies during emergencies 
requesting supplies, materials or instructions vital to relief of stricken populace 
in emergency areas. During normal times, it will be very rare. On CW/RTTY, 
this designation will always be spelled out. When in doubt, do not use it. 


Use abbreviation P on CW/RTTY. This classification is for a) important 
messages having a specific time limit b) official messages not covered in the 
emergency category c) press dispatches and emergency-related traffic not 

of the utmost urgency d) notice of death or injury in a disaster area, personal 
or official. 


This classification, abbreviated as W on CW/RTTY, refers to either an inquiry 
as to the health and welfare of an individual in the disaster area or an advisory 
from the disaster area that indicates all is well. Welfare traffic is handled only 
after all emergency and priority traffic is cleared. The Red Cross equivalent 
to an incoming Welfare message is DWI (Disaster Welfare Inquiry). 


Most traffic in normal times will bear this designation. In disaster situations, 
traffic labeled Routine (R on CW/RTTY) should be handled last, or not at all 
when circuits are busy with higher precedence traffic. 


Note —— the precedence always follows the message number. For example, a message number 
may be 207 R on CW and “‘Two Zero Seven Routine” on phone.

So, how did we do? Did we meet the goals set down by ARRL? This 
evaluation will be on-going for some time. ‘True, we had check-ins, 
contact with other counties, states, and the National Traffic net, but 
just as an added incentive we will try the call-up schedule when it is 
perfected, we will get people to monitor other repeaters more often, 
and improve our script. Again our thanks to all amateurs who took 
part and to those agencies who participated with us. 


Very little of late has been said about RACES (Radio Amateur Civil 
Emergency Services). Races is a part of the Amateur service; it's 
regulations are part of the amateur regulations, and it operates on 
the amateur bands. Even though RACES & ARES are separate entities, 

the ARRL advocates dual membership and cooperation between both groups. 
Using the same frequencies, an ARES group, also enrolled as RaC#s, 

can "switch hats" from ARES to Races, and RACES to ARES to meet the 
requirements of the situation as it developes. 


So what is the difference between ARES & RACES? RACES goes into effect 
in the event the President of the U.S. invokes his war Emergency Pow- 
ers, or in times of Civil preparedness purposes and during periods of 
local, regional, or national civil emergencies. These emergencies are 
not limited to war, but can include natural disasters as well. when 
RACES is in effect, only amateurs registered may operate on the air 
and only with other amateurs enrolled in RACES. To simplify this-- 
amateur radio would answer to and assist agencies in charge of the dis- 
aster. These may be Civil Defense and/or National Guard. The TARS 
membershiphas been registering all AKES members in RACES so that each 
ARES member has a dual duty. The beauty part of this, is that, the 
public service 2-meter repeaters can now be operated under joint ARES/ 
RACES without changes in frequencies.
